Letter from G Dying Soldier 


man placed the following letter from 
a dying soldier boy in the Congres- 
sional Record, November 10, he gave it 
this caption: “READ IT—THEN 
COMPLAIN IF YOU CAN.” 


He also said: “Mr. Speaker, the next 
time I begin to feel sorry for myself, 
I will read this letter again.” 

According to Mr. Hoffman, the lad 
died soon after he finished writing. 
The letter was sent from a jungle 
battlefield in New Guinea. 

“Dearly beloved—my sweet father, 
mother, and sister, Mr. and Mrs. 
George A. Horton, Jr., and_ sister, 
Gwenivere. (About 9 a. m.) 

“I came out on a mercy patrol to 
pick up the dog tags of our dead. This 
was the morning of December 1, 1942. 

“I was trying to turn over the body 
of Captain Keast, a friend of mine, 
when I was shot two or three times in 
my right leg and hip. Lieutenant Ellis, 
Sergeant Young, and Pvt. Merle Chris- 
tian were with me. I yelled that I was 
shot. I was in front of all but Merle. 
They ran for shelter. I dragged myself 
toward a Jap grass shanty about 
twelve yards to the rear of where I 
was shot. 

“Sergeant Young said he would send 
help as soon as possible. The possible 
never came, evidently, because I lay 
there unattended in any way, without 
food or water or menial care. Two days 
of semi-delirium, and then I called 
Captain Shirley’s name. Finally Lieu- 
tenant Gibbs, and one of his men from 
the anti-tank company came to me. 
Their medic also came with them. 
Their medic gave me my first drink of 
water in three days, but he had no 
food to offer. The medic bandaged me 
temporarily. Lieutenant Gibbs prom- 
ised me aid but I never saw him again. 

“The medic came back and gave me 
water, but a man helping him got shot 
there, and that scared him away. Life 
from then on was a terrible night- 
mare. The hot, burning sun. The de- 
lirious nights. No one came near me 
from then on, but I did dig a water 
hole in four days’ time, which was 
wonderful to me, although it was pol- 
luted by all the rotting bodies within 
twelve or fourteen feet of me. 

“Then two or three rescue parties 
from my company came out, but they 

ever could find me. On two or three 
occasions they nearly got to me, when 
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the Japs or rainstorms made it im- 
possible. The Japs were living within 
fifteen yards of me. I could see them 
every day. 

“I have tried to make splints and 
crawl or walk out, but I just can’t 
make them. Today (as nearly as I can 
judge, December 11) I managed to 
stand, but I can go no farther. A Jap 
shot me in the shoulder and neck as 
I weakly sat there, and I thought my 
time had come, but no. 

“I sit here and lie here in this ter- 
rible place, wondering not why God 
has forsaken me, but rather why He 
is making me suffer this terrible end. 

“It is true I understand life and its 
reason now, but why should He send 
it to this terrible grave with me? Why 
not let me live and tell others? I am 
not afraid to die, although I nearly 
lost my faith during a couple of days 
here. I have a pistol here but I could 
not kill myself. I still have faith in 
the Lord. I think He must be giving 
me the supreme test. 

“I know now how Christ felt on the 
cross. I have imagined hearing several 
other rescue parties, but one’s imagi- 
nation grows as his body shrivels—I 
have had no food of any kind since 
that morning I was shot. My right hip 
is broken and my right leg, both 
compound fractures, else I would have 
been out of here the first couple of 
days, wounds or no wounds. 

“My life has been good, but I am so 
young and have so many things un- 
done that a man of twenty-nine 
should do—we may never know God’s 
purpose in striking me down like this, 
but He must have one. I can say truth- 
fully that I have never killed a man, 
although I have been ordered to order 
others to kill—. I wonder how long a 
man can go on like this? I shall con- 
tinue to pray for a miracle of rescue. 
I want to commend Lieutenant Ellis 
for his wonderful effort and heroism 
in attempting to rescue me under Jap 
treachery. 

“God bless you, my loved ones. Keep 
the faith—don’t worry. I shall see you 
all again some day. I am prepared to 
meet my Maker. 

“Love, 
“HERSCHEL.” 
“LET ME DIE THE DEATH OF THE 
RIGHTEOUS, AND LET MY LAST 
END BE LIKE HIs.” 
The above story is truly sad. It 


shows another picture of the horrors 
of war. Only those who have suffered 
a similar experience can fully under- 
stand what this precious young man 
went through during those eleven days 
of loneliness and suffering. But how 
much worse would it have been if, in 
those lonely hours when his whole be- 
ing was suffering such unspeakable 
agony, he had had no one to look to 
for comfort and sustenance. 

My dear young man, do you want 
a friend who will go with you and help 
you to face the unspeakable horrors 
of war? If so, give your heart and life 
to Jesus Christ and then, no matter 
where you may have to go or what you 
may have to face, you will find in the 
Lord an unseen helper in every time 
of need. He is able to protect you 
from every danger, if He so wills, but 
if not, and He sees best to per- 
mit you to fall before the enemy, He 
will then take you to be with Himself, 
which is far better. 

Now is the time to decide for Christ. 
When your body is mangled and suf- 
fering pain, is a poor time to seek God. 
Better seek Him now while He may be 
found for you never know what mo- 
ment you may find yourself facing 
grim death with no time to prepare. 

Would you like to be born again? 
The Bible says in 1 John 1:12: “As 
many as received him, to them gave 
he power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his 
name.” We are born again by God’s 
Holy Spirit, through His Word, the 
moment we receive Christ. When you 
take Christ into your heart, Christ 
transforms you through and through, 
in a moment. I care not how worldly 
you are, I care not how sinful you are, 
if you will repent and forsake your sins 
and throw your heart open and let 
Jesus come in to rule and reign, God 
will make of you a new creature and 
thus prepare you for heaven in a mo- 
ment of time. 

“Behold, now is the accepted time, 
Behold, now is the day of salvation.”

ANKARA—The Hungarian Govern- 
ment has established, till now, fifty- 
five ghettos and concentration camps 
for Jews, where those not deported to 
Poland are interned, according to re- 
ports received here. All the ghettos 
are near military targets. The Bud- 
apest newspaper Ujmagyarsag, re- 
ceived here, boasts that “our govern- 
ment has so cleverly arranged it, that 
1,000 Jews are killed every time the 
Allies bomb Budapest.” In the Yugo- 
slav city of Subotica, occupied by 
Hungary, the ghetto contains 6,300 
Jews. A curfew effective at 7 p. m. 


has been imposed on all Jews in 
Hungary. 

Jewish war veterans have been ex- 
pelled from the Hungarian Ex- 
Servicemen’s Association. Jews a 
forbidden on trains, and the authori- 
ties have refused to relax the ban even 
in cases of extreme urgency.—B’nai 
B’rith Messenger.

MRS. RUTH STARNES 


Text, John 3:3-7. 

John the Baptist came as a forerun- 
ner of Jesus Christ. He came to 
prepare the way for Jesus’ ministry. 
In Luke 1:17, the angel told Zacharias 
concerning John’s birth, that he 
should go before Christ in the spirit 
and power of Elias, to make ready a 
people prepared for the Lord. John 
went before Jesus to give notice of 
His approach and to prepare the 
people to receive Him. He disposed the 
minds of the people to receive the 
doctrine of Christ, that they might be 
prepared for His coming. John 
preached repentance. He warned the 
people to bring forth fruit worthy of 
repentance. Nothing has a more direct 
tendency to prepare people for 
Christ than the doctrine of repent- 
ance, if it is received and practiced. 

John 1:15, “John bare witness of 
him, and cried, saying, This was he of 
whom I spake, He that cometh after 
me is preferred before me.” So we see 
John preaching repentance, but Christ 
came preaching and teaching the new 
birth. 

We have in our context a record of 
the visit of Nicodemus to Jesus by 
night. He must have come here to 
have a heart-to-heart talk about his 
soul. No doubt, he expected the king- 
dom of the Messiah shortly to appear. 
He didn’t doubt that Jesus was a 
great teacher of God, because of His 
miracles. But in reply to this address, 
Jesus tells him of his great necessity 
of being born again. In the discourse 
here we see the utter ignorance of a 
Jewish leader. Nicodemus was a mem- 
ber of the Sanhedrin, a man of 
authority, one who was supposed to 
instruct the people. This shows us how 
the world lay in ignorance at _ this 
time. The Jewish teachers were cor- 
rupt, thus causing the people to err. 
So Jesus began to explain the new 
birth. 

1. THE NEW BIRTH DEFINED 


The new birth does not mean 
baptism. A person can be immersed 
in water as many times as he pleases, 
but this will not cause him to be born 
again. Paul says in Gal. 6:15, “For in 
Christ Jesus neither circumcision 

@evaileth anything, nor uncircumcision, 
but a new creature.” Some people to- 
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day join the church, sign a card, 
promise to attend regularly, and think 
that is all there is to salvation. But 
oh, friends, such things will never get 
us to heaven. 

The new birth is not reformation. 
We can reform all we want to, we can 
turn over a new leaf and try to live 
better lives, but this is not the new 
birth. I remember many times in my 
own life, before I saw the light on 
holiness, I tried to live right within 
myself, without being born again, but 
failed miserably. But praise God! one 
day I decided to let God live my life 
through me; I went down to an altar 
of prayer, was born from above and 
I’ve been shouting the victory ever 
since. 

Jesus told Nicodemus, “Marvel not 
that I said unto thee, Ye must be 
born again. The wind bloweth where 
it listeth and thou hearest the sound 
thereof but canst not tell whence it 
cometh and whither it goeth, so is 
every one that is born of the Spirit,” 
John 3:7, 8. We cannot see the new 
birth but, thank God, we can feel it! 

There are people today who just 
turn over a new leaf and start build- 
ing without the right foundation; but 
a building of this kind will not stand. 
Praise God, the way up is down. Jesus 
is the right foundation of the Chris- 
tian life. There is no other name un- 
der heaven whereby a man can be 
saved. We must dig down to the soltd 
rock, Christ Jesus, before we have the 
true foundation. 

The new birth is from above. It is a 
Spiritual quickening. 2 Cor. 5:17, 
“Therefore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature a 
character is transformed. Old habits 
will pass away and he will have a new 
outlook on life. The former things he 
considered pleasures will hold no more 
charm for him. 

Birth is the beginning of life. To be 
born again is to begin anew. The new 
birth is the impartation of the divine 
nature. We are born of God. We have 
a new and divine impulse. 2 Peter 1:4, 
“Whereby are given unto us exceed- 
ing great and precious promises, that 
by these ye might be partakers of the 
divine nature, having escaped the cor- 
ruption that is in the world through 


lust.” 
2. THE NECESSITY OF THE NEW 


BIRTH 
The necessity of the new birth is 
universal. John 3:3, “... Except a man 


be born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God.” Unless a man that par- 
takes of human nature be born again 
of the divine nature, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God. He cannot un- 
derstand its nature until his soul is re- 
modeled and moulded into a spiritual 
man. We must be born again before 
we can expect to receive any bene- 
fits or comforts from the kingdom of 
God. 

The sinful nature of man demands 
that we be born again. That which is 
born of the flesh is flesh and we know 
that flesh and blood cannot inherit 
the kingdom of God. Jesus stated that 
it was absolutely necessary. He said, 
“Ye must.” Man was supposed to die 
for sin, but Christ gave His life so we 
could be born again with an entirely 
new nature. Jesus didn’t come to con- 
demn the world but that the world 
through Him might be saved. Christ 
is the Great Physician of our souls, so 
He alone knows what is necessary to 
their cure. 

The unregenerate man is like the 
cripple we read about in Acts 14:8. 
This cripple had never walked, just 
like the sinner can’t walk in the ways 
of God. He is utterly impotent. There 
is no power in the sinner to move in 
the direction of eternal life. He is dead 
in trespasses and sins, therefore he is 
under the power of evil. Before he can 
take a single step toward God, God 
must work a miracle in his life. He 
must be quickened to a new life, be 
born from above by the Spirit of God. 

The holiness of God demands the 
new birth. Heb. 12:14, “Follow peace 
with all men and holiness without 
which no man shall see the Lord.” 
When we think about the holiness of 
the God who designed our redemption, 
we do not think it strange that stress 
is laid upon this one thing. A holy God 
demands a holy people. We are to live 
holy in this present world and to do 
this we must be born of God, who im- 
parts to us His divine nature. The new 
birth is a divine origin and is essen- 
tial to salvation. 

3. HOW THE NEW BIRTH TAKES 

PLACE 

On the divine side, the new birth is 
a work of God through the Holy Spirit. 
John 1:12, 13, “But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power to

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“And when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all with one 
accord in one place. And suddenly 
there came a sound from heaven as 
of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2: 
1-4. 

Possibly nothing has so stirred the 
so-called religious world in these last 
days as the preaching of Pentecost, or 
the experience of being baptized with, 
or in, the Holy Spirit. But these criti- 
cisms have only stirred many to open 
a dust-covered Bible and peruse its 
pages, to see for themselves what 
saith the Scriptures concerning this 
strange doctrine (to them) of God’s 
Word. They have found it to be scrip- 
tural, and many of them are now en- 
joying a “like precious faith” (2 Peter 
1:1) with us. 

Many people seem not to be able to 
discern between being born “of the 
Spirit” and being filled “with, or bap- 
tized in, the Spirit.” Some contend 
that one is not saved until he has 
been baptized in the Spirit, but surely 
none could question Jesus about the 
matter, and none would believe that 
He had called a number of men to 
preach the gospel who were sinners, 
or men not qualified for this high call- 
ing. John 3:3, “And Jesus answered 
and said unto him (Nicodemus), 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except 
a man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God.” This scripture is 
concrete evidence to prove that the 
new birth, being born of the Spirit, 
is the first experience in salvation. 
Matthew, Luke, and John in their 
writings prove to us that Christ’s fol- 
lowers, or disciples, were born again 
or converted long before the day of 
Pentecost when they were all filled 
or baptized with the Holy Ghost and 
all spake with tongues, and surely no 
one would say these men had not 
already been converted (born again) 
before they went into the upper room. 
To further prove that they were dis- 
ciples before Pentecost, let us look at 
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Matt. 10:1, “And when he had called 
his disciples.” So they were saved then, 
but had not been filled “with the 
Spirit” according to Acts 2:4. 

Jesus also told them in Matt. 10:12- 
13, “When you enter into a house, 
salute it. And if that house be worthy, 
let your peace come upon it.” So these 
men had the peace of God. And in 
Rom. 5:1, 2, “Therefore, being justified 
by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” Also 
in Luke 10:20, Jesus told them to 
“rather rejoice because your names 
are written in heaven’”—already saved, 
but not filled with the Holy Ghost. 

The prophets of old were moved by 
the Holy Ghost, 2 Peter 1:20,21, 
“Knowing this first, that no prophecy 
of the Scripture is of any private in- 
terpretation. For the prophecy came 
not in old time by the will of man: 
but holy men spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost.” These men 
were not baptized with the Holy Ghost 
then, for John 7:37-39 says, “In the 
last day, that great day of the feast, 
Jesus stood and cried, saying, If any 
man thirst, let him come unto me, and 
drink. He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water. (But 
this spake he of the Spirit, which they 
that believe on him should receive: for 
the Holy Ghost was not yet given, be- 
cause that Jesus was not yet glori- 
fied).” These people were saved for 
they were believers but they should 
receive (future tense), so His believers 
were to receive some experience later 
—SHOULD RECEIVE. 

Jesus plainly states what they were 
to receive, the Holy Ghost baptism, for 
Jesus was not yet glorified. So these 
men were saved for they were calling 
on the name of the Lord, and 1 Cor. 
12:3 says, “No man speaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed: 
and that no man can say that Jesus 
is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost.” 
All will admit that these were His dis- 
ciples, and had called upon Him as 
Lord, but yet had not been filled or 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. 

All agree that this is the Holy Ghost 
dispensation in which we are living. 
John 16:7,8, “Nevertheless, I tell you 
the truth: It is expedient for you that 





I go away: for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come unto you; 
but if I depart, I will send him unto 
you. And when he is come, he will re- 
prove the world of sin and of right- 
eousness and of judgment.” 

Luke 24:49-53 (you may read it 
yourselves) tells them He was going 
to send the promise of His Father up- 
on them, but to tarry in Jerusalem 
until they were endued with power 
from on high, not beneath from the 
devil as many would have you believe; 
so they did tarry, and they did receive 
the Holy Ghost. Acts 2:1-4, “And when 
the day of Pentecost was fully come, 
they were all with one accord in one 
place, and suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as a rushing 
mighty wind, and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting, and there ap- 
peared unto them cloven tongues like 
as of fire, and it sat upon each of 
them, and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance.” Now this is the first 
thing they did, so we say that the 
initial evidence of the Holy Ghost is 
speaking in other tongues. These men 
had not learned this tongue, for in 
Acts 4:13 the Scripture says that in 
this number were Peter and John, 
who “were unlearned and ignorant 
men,” but they, too, spoke in tongues 
with the rest. 

Some folks say that because seven- 
teen nationalities were represented at 
Pentecost that is why the Holy Ghost 
was given, but many years after Pen- 
tecost, some twenty years or more, 
people were still receiving the Holy 
Ghost, and all were. speaking in 
tongues who were receiving Him. So 
the Holy Ghost speaking in tongues 
is not a sign for the believers, but for 
the unbelievers. See 1 Cor. 14:22. 

Adam Clarke, LL.D., the great 
Methodist commentator, said, ‘““Where- 
fore tongues are for a sign. The mi- 
raculous gift of tongues was never de- 
signed for the benefit of those who 
have already believed, but for the in- 
struction of unbelievers, that they 
might see from such a miracle that 
this is the work of God, and so em- 
brace the gospel.” So we are not alone 
in our belief of this great doctrine. 
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Matthew Henry, D.D., the great 
Presbyterian commentator, said this: 
“Tongues were rather a sign to the 
unbelievers than to believers.” 

They were for the conviction and 
conversion of infidels, that they might 
be brought into the Christian church. 
So since there are still unbelievers and 
infidels in the world, it is still neces- 
sary for someone to receive the Holy 
Ghost to convict and get them saved. 

“Peter, standing up with the eleven, 
lifted up his voice, and said unto them, 
Ye men of Judea, and all ye that dwell 
at Jerusalem, be this known unto you, 
and hearken to my words: For these 
are not drunken, as ye suppose,... 
but this is that which was spoken by 
the prophet Joel,” Joel 2:28. 

This great experience did not stop 
at Pentecost but continued to spread 
and, Acts 19th chapter, more than 
twenty years after Pentecost, “Paul 
having passed through the upper 
coasts, came to Ephesus: and finding 
certain disciples (saved folks) , he said 
unto them, Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed?” The Greek 
Testament reads, “Having believed” 
(past tense). “They said, We have not 
so much as heard whether there be 
any Holy Ghost.” They had only been 
baptized with John’s baptism (water). 
So Paul laid his hands on them, 
and the Holy Ghost came upon them, 
(how do we know?) and “they spake 
with tongues and prophesied.” 

These folks were honest-hearted, 
but could not receive that which they 
had not heard their preacher preach 
and knew nothing about. Just like 
many hundreds today — they will 
gladly accept this great experience if 
someone will tell them about it who 
has the experience themselves as evi- 
dence. So here these folks spake with 
tongues when the Holy Ghost came in. 

Acts 10:44, “While Peter yet spake 
these words, the Holy Ghost fell on 
all them which heard the word. And 
they of the circumcision which be- 
lieved were astonished, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on the 
Gentiles also was poured out the gift 
of the Holy Ghost, for they heard 
them speak with tongues, and mag- 


that these had received the Holy 
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Ghost like they did at the beginning 
(day of Pentecost) for they all then 
spake with tongues that received Him. 

We see in Acts 8:5-18, “Then Philip 
went down to the city of Samaria and 
preached Christ unto them.” In the 
6th verse we are told that the people 
with one accord gave heed unto these 
things which Philip spake and “from 
this preaching many were baptized, 
both men and women.” So when the 
apostles had heard that Samaria had 
received the Word of God, they sent 
unto them Peter and John, not to 
preach the gospel to them, no, Philip 
had already done this, but as the 15th 
verse says, “Who, when they were 
come down, prayed for them, (what 
for?) that they might receive the Holy 
Ghost.” 

Adam Clarke says concerning this: 
“But for what purpose was the Holy 
Spirit given? Certainly not for the 
sanctification of the souls of the peo- 
ple: this they had on believing in 
Jesus Christ. It was a miraculous gift 
of the Spirit which was thus com- 
municated, the speaking with differ- 
ent tongues.” 

Matthew Henry, the great Presby- 
terian commentator, commenting on 
Acts the 8th chapter, says, “We may 
take encouragement from this exam- 
ple in praying to God to give the re- 
newing graces of the Holy Ghost to 
those whose spiritual welfare we are 
concerned for, for our children, our 
friends, our ministers. We should pray 
earnestly that they may receive the 
Holy Ghost, for this includes all bless- 
ings. They laid their hands on them 
to signify that their prayers were an- 
swered, that the gift of the Holy Spirit 
was conferred upon them, for upon 
the use of this sign they received the 
Holy Ghost and spake with tongues.” 

Some say that all cannot speak 
with tongues. 1 Cor. 14:5, “I would 
that ye all spake with tongues.” The 
Twentieth Century version reads, 
“Now, I want you all to speak with 
tongues.” And Paul says, in 1 Cor. 14: 
18, “I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all.” 

We must hasten to a conclusion. 
Someone asks, “Can all believers of 
today have the Holy Ghost?” Joel 2:28, 
“And it shall come to pass afterward, 





that I will pour out my Spirit upon 
all flesh.” So Joel says all flesh can 
have it when He pours it out in the 
last days. Read Acts 2:37-39 and you 
will see that this blessing is promised 
to believers. 


We are told by a Baptist lawyer, 
Elmer C. Miller, that the great reform- 
er, Martin Luther, had this great ex- 
perience. He said, “Dr. Martin Luther 
was a prophet, evangelist, speaker in 
tongues, and interpreter.” The Ency- 
clopedia Brittanica, Vol. 19, page 241, 
gives this account: “The revival move- 
ment was greatly strengthened by the 
evangelistic tour in America of George 
Whitefield. Seven times Whitefield 
visited America, between 1739 and 
1770, making preaching tours from 
New England to Georgia. The last 
phase of the American revival was the 
Virginia awakening, first among the 
Presbyterians, then among the Bap- 
tists, and finally among the Meth- 
odists, and continuing from about 
1760 to 1790. One of the most remark- 
able revivals of modern times was that 
which swept over the western part of 
the United States, during the years 
1787-1805, and was called the Great 
Revival of the West, or the Kentucky

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ONE OF OUR BOYS VISITS 
CHURCHES IN INDIA 


Tonight while sitting away over 
here in India, many miles from home, 
I will endeavor to tell everyone at 
home about our mission work here in 
this country as I saw it while visiting 
Brother and Sister Cook and their son, 
George. Of course, gas is rationed in 
this country as well as in America, so 
I did not get to visit and see as many 
of the churches as I would have if gas 
had been obtainable. But I gid see 
enough to know that Brother Cook is 
doing a wonderful work for his Lord 
and Master, Jesus Christ, and that 
God is blessing his labors. 

I am a member of the Church of 
God at East Alton, Illinois, and have 
been for about seven years. I have 
been overseas for twenty-five months, 
and am expecting to be returned to 
the States within a few months, if 
God is willing. 

A few months ago I wrote to Broth- 
er Cook and told him that I would 
like to visit his home if possible. So in 
his return letter he gave me a cordial 
invitation to visit them at any time. 
As soon as I got my furlough I started 
on that long journey to Travancore 
State in southern India. I traveled 
practically fifteen hundred miles one 
way. I did not make that long jour- 
ney just for the trip, although there 
are many wonderful things to see, but 
I went because I had a hungering in 
my heart for the blessings of God, and 
I wanted to be with the children of 
God with whom I could talk, pray, and 
fellowship once more. 

I arrived at the Cook’s home about 
seven o’clock one evening, and you 
don’t know how good it made me feel 
when they came out to greet me with 
such a hearty welcome. To a boy who 
had been away from home, mother, 
dad, and friends so long, it was a joy 
inexpressible. From the first I was 
made to feel at home, and how well I 
remember the prayer we had the first 
night I was there. The Lord was in 
our midst, and how I rejoiced to know 
that God was with us. My heart was 
made to overflow, and I was glad that 
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I was going to be at that home even 
if just for a few days. 


The next evening, Wednesday, was 
midweek service night. All that day I 
was looking forward to that service. 
The meeting was to be held on the 
veranda of Brother and Sister Cook’s 
home. So just after dark they started 
gathering in and sat down on the 
floor of the veranda. Natives of this 
country never like to use a chair or 
seat. It was a thrill and an inspiration 
to me as I looked at all those shining

dark faces waiting eagerly to hear the 
Word of God. They began to sing some 
songs in their native language and, al- 
though I could not understand what 
they were singing, I could feel God’s 
presence. 


I was called upon to give my testi- 
mony, then Brother Cook brought the 
message, and what a wonderful mes- 
sage it was. I enjoyed hearing Brother 
Cook preach because he had such deep 
thoughts and could bring them out 
so plainly. I could understand his mes- 
sage because he spoke in English, and 
then it was translated into Malayalam, 
the native language of Travancore 
State, by Brother T. M. Vurgees. 
Brother Vurgees is Brother Cook’s na- 





tive field-secretary and is a wonder- 
ful man of God. I think he has been 
with Brother Cook for seventeen years 
or more. There are many more of 
those good people who have been with 
Brother Cook that long, who have 
held on through many trials and tests. 
The Lord has promised that he that 
holds out faithful to the end the same 
shall be saved. After service everyone 
came and shook hands with me and I 
was impressed by their hospitality. 
They were all so nice and kind. 


During the next few days I became 
acquainted with the household serv- 
ants, who are all Christians, and the 
orphans. Brother and Sister Cook have 
thirteen little orphans in their or- 
phanage. After I was introduced to 
the orphans they sang me a song, and 
my, how they could sing! My heart 
went out to those little tykes, and in 
a few days we became great friends. If 
there is anything that touches me 
deeply, it is a little child with no 
mother or father to look after them, 
but I can honestly say that those lit- 
tle children are being well taken care 
of. 


Friday night was to be workers’ 
meeting, workers being pastors and 
evangelists, and I was glad that I was 
going to be able to meet some of them 
that I would not meet otherwise. To- 
ward evening some began to arrive, 
and I was introduced to them. Brother 
George began to point out this one 


and that one, and say he came fifty - 


miles and this one came sixty-five 
miles, etc. They did not come by car 
either, they walked and got there the 
best way they could. When Brother 
George told me that I said, “O God, 
give me a desire and a zeal to work 
for you and to be in Thy services like 
these natives are.” I wonder how many 
of us would walk fifty or sixty-five 
miles to be in a service? God will bless 
a people like that. Let us be about our 
Father’s business. 

The days rolled by and each day was 
more wonderful than the last. Al- 
most every day George and I would 








sing a few songs out of the good old @ 


song books I used to direct songs out 
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of at home, and I enjoyed those sing- 
ing sessions very much. Sometimes 
Brother and Sister Cook would join in 
and we would have a wonderful time.

preciation of Brother George, and the 
good times he and I had during those 
few days. He is as fine a young Chris- 
tian as I have ever had the opportu- 
nity to meet. Also he is a minister in 
the Church of God, and is doing his 
best along with Brother and Sister 
Cook to bring the gospel to the people 


_of this land. He needs your prayers, 


and I know that he will be glad for 
all of you people at home to lift him 
up before God in prayer. 

One day Brother Cook told me of 
some of his early experiences and how 
God had blessed him and answered 
his every prayer. I wish that I could 
tell you all that he told me, but it is 
impossible. His experiences would fill 
books. But I can tell you that God did 
miraculous things for him and his 
family. Many people were healed of 
all kinds of diseases through his 
prayers, and are still being healed to- 
day. Also, many people have been saved 
by his preaching the gospel to them. 
Brother and Sister Cook’s life is 
grounded in the faith of Jesus Christ 
our Savior. They even built the head- 
quarters of the Church of God in In- 
dia by faith. They started the build- 
ing with just a few rupees (Indian 
money) trusting God to supply the 
rest, which was a large sum, and God 
did supply the money and it is free 
of debt today. Praise God for a people 
like that. 

As he told me of his experiences I 
began to examine my life. It is good 
for us to examine our lives at times, 
isn’t it? And I thought, “O Lord, what 
in my weak little way have I done for 
You?” I began to realize that I had 
not done.much at all, and I deter- 
mined in my heart that I would do 
more and that I would hold Him up 
to this lost and dying world. I prayed, 
“Lord, I will do what You want me to, 
I’ll go where You would send me. Your 
own will be done not mine, O Lord.” 
Let God have His way in our lives. If 
He calls, let us answer. 

The Lord said in Matt. 28:19, 20, 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all na- 
tions, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost: teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and, lo, I am with 

ou alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” Missionaries are a need in this 
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country. If there were only a few more 
God-called missionaries in this coun- 
try, the work would spread every- 
where. Brother and Sister Cook and 
George are doing grand, but, as they 
said themselves, they need help. They 
need men and women that are conse- 
crated to God, and who are willing to 
sacrifice the comforts of home, fami- 
lies, and friends so that people might 
hear the Word. The natives here are 
eager and hungry to hear about Jesus 
who died on the cross that all might 
be saved. This I say to you whom God 
has called to be missionaries. You are 
needed to preach, teach, and simplify 
the gospel to the heathens of this 
country and elsewhere, so they might 
be able to understand and accept it 
as it is. God has promised you that He 
will be with you always, even unto the 
end of the world. So trust and have 
faith in God, and He will never for- 
sake you. The harvest truly is plente- 
ous, but the laborers are few. 


To all who have not been called as 
missionaries, our prayers should be, 
“God bless and protect and be with 
them always.” Not only should we 
pray, that we should write to them 
as often as we possibly can, because 
our letters help and encourage them. 
Brother and Sister Cook and George 
told me how they would enjoy hearing 
from everyone at home, so I know they 
would appreciate it if anyone who can 
would write, even if just a few lines. 

By this time my furlough was about 
up, and I began to think about that 
day when I would have to tell every- 
one good-bye. As time does not stop 
for anyone, that day finally came. The 
last service I was in, the day before 
I left, I told all of the goo&é people 
there good-bye, and how it did hurt; 
but I was dreading those good-byes 
that I would have to say on the mor- 
row to Brother and Sister Cook, 
George, and the little orphans. 

As I was fixing to leave that day, 
everyone was on the veranda waiting 
to tell me good-bye. There seemed to 
be a lump in my throat and I just 
couldn’t get rid of it, and also my eyes 
were suspiciously wet. The little or- 


‘phans began to sing “God Be With 


You Till We Meet Again.” Before they 
had finished, some began to cry, and 
I was included. I dropped to my knees 
and took each one separately in my 
arms as Jesus did when He said, “Suf- 
fer the little ones to come unto me.” 
Oh, how I did hate to say good-bye 
to those little ones and everyone, but 
finally the good-byes were over and I 


was on my way to the station where I 
was to catch the train back to camp. 
Just before I lost sight of Brother and 
Sister Cook’s home I looked back and 
they were all standing there waving 
good-bye to me. In my memory that 
picture will live forever. 

Before closing I want to say this. 
We have a wonderful mission work in 
this country, and Brother and Sister 
Cook and George are doing a marvel- 
ous job in taking care of it. Also the 
work is progressing, not going back, 
for God is blessing their efforts and 
is with them because they are com- 
pletely and implicitly trusting in Him. 
So let us all remember them in our 
prayers. 

As I close, I would like to request 
that everyone pray for me because I 
need your prayers. May God bless you 
all is my prayer.—Sgt. Edwin Wooden.

If a person went to an altar and 
was not saved the first time or the 
first several times and gave up, you 
could reasonably conclude that he did 
not want to go to heaven very bad 
and that he had not met God’s condi- 
tions. This also applies to healing, for 
if Jesus took our infirmities and bare 
our sicknesses upon the cross, there 
is no reason why the prayer of faith 
in that atonement will not save the 
sick and the Lard will not raise him 
up, provided that he meets God’s 
conditions and continues in prayer as 
the widow did who wanted a petition 
from an unjust judge and would not 
take no for an answer. Moreover, if 
the powers of darkness cheat him out 
of the benefits of Him who not only 
forgiveth all our iniquities but healeth 
all our diseases, Christ has died in 
vain as far as His healing is con- 
cerned, as: much as He has for those 
who go to hell. And in both cases the 
trouble is basically the same. The for- 
mer, no doubt, has not let Jesus be 
wounded for his’ transgressions, 
bruised for his iniquities, and prayed 
like the publican, “Lord, be merciful 
to me a sinner”; but, like the Phari- 
see, has tried to adulterate the blood 
of Jesus with his own righteousness. 
The latter, no doubt, has not let Jesus 
Himself take his infirmities and bear 
his sicknesses, but has tried to let 
Jesus and some doctor, medicine, op- 
eration, etc., take them. But Jesus is 
a jealous God and will not have other 
gods — self-righteousness, Buddha, 
Mohammed, idols, etc.—before Him, 
and the Great Physician is a jealous 
physician and will not have other 
physicians, horse’s blood (serums and 
vaccines), before Him. 


Redemption is based upon the fact 
that the second Adam (Christ Jesus) 
bought the first Adam’s triune na- 
ture—spirit, soul, and body—back 
from the devil and if those who are 
using Cain’s sacrifice will humble 
themselves and believe John 3:16 and 
James 5:14, God will save and heal 
them, for he who cometh to Him must 
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meet His conditions, and without faith® 
it is impossible to please Him. 
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LETCHER, Ky.—We have just closed 
a ten nights’ revival here with eight 
converted, three reclaimed, five sanc- 
tified, and two filled with the Holy 
Ghost.

become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name, which were 
born not of blood, nor of the will of 
the flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God.” The new birth is not propa- 
gated by natural generation from our 
parents. Man is called flesh and blood 
because from this we get our original 
birth; but we do not become children 
of God in the way we become children 
of our parents. It is not produced by a 
natural power of our own will. The 
Jews boasted in their parentage be- 
cause ‘they claimed to be Abraham’s 
seed. But the new birth is not founded 
by any such natural relation. No hu- 
man being can regenerate a _ soul. 
No human law or rule can cause a 
new birth. God is the sole author of 
this birth. Titus 3:5, “Not by works of 
righteousness which we have done, 
but according to his mercy he saved 
us, by the washing of regeneration, 

and renewing of the Holy Ghost.” . 
On the human side, the new birth 
is to as many as receive Jesus. Man 
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is a free moral agent. God isn’t go- 
ing to save anyone unless he is willing. 
To be a Christian we must believe on 
Christ and agree with the gospel con- 
cerning Him. Believing in His name 
is receiving Him as a gift from God. 
The new birth takes place by the ac- 
ceptance of the gospel message. 
1 Peter 1:23, “Being born again, not 
of corruptible seed, but of incorrup- 
tible, by the word of God, which liveth 
and abideth forever.” Paul said, “I 
have begotten you through the gos- 
pel.” 

The new birth comes by the per- 
sonal acceptance of Jesus Christ. 
Praise God, we can have a personal 
experience with God! Paul said in Gal. 
3:26, “For ye are all the children of 
God by faith in Christ Jesus.” By faith 
we can have the new birth. We must 
believe that God is a rewarder of those 
that diligenty seek Him. There are 
many Bible truths that must be ac- 
cepted by faith. We must believe that 
God will regenerate us. It is our happy 
privilege to become children of God. 
We win children of wrath by nature 
but, “behold what manner of love the 
Father hath bestowed on us, that we 
should be called the sons of God.” 

4. THE RESULTS OF THE NEW 
BIRTH 

When we have been born again, we 
are new creatures in Christ. Col. 3:10, 
“And have put on the new man, which 
is renewed in knowledge after the 
image of him that created him.” We 
are dead to the world and our life is 
hid with Christ in God. We have put 
off the old man with his sinful deeds, 
habits, and thoughts. We renounce all 
sin and stand engaged to Christ. Our 
true life lies in the other world. It is 
born and nourished from above. Christ 
lives our life for us. Gal. 2:20, “I am 
crucified with Christ: nevertheless I 
live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: 
and the life which I now live in the 
flesh I live by the faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me, and gave himself 
for me.” 

We have God’s likeness. Eph. 4:24, 
“And that ye put on the new man, 
which after God is created in right- 
eousness and true holiness.” It is not 
enough to cease to do evil, but we must 
put off sinful desires and inclinations, 
as we would an old garment, and put 
on the true holiness. 

We have victory over sin. 1 John 
3:9, “Whosoever is born of God doth 
not commit sin; for his seed re- 
maineth in him: and he cannot sin, 
because he is born of God.” To be born 
of God is to be inwardly renewed and 


restored to a holy rectitude of nature 
by the power of the Spirit of God, 
therefore we will not sin. The regene- 
rated person is disabled to sin, 


for the spiritual principle of holinesggy 


remains in him. 


1 John 5:4, “For whatsoever is born 
of God overcometh the world: and 
this is the victory that overcometh the 
world, even our faith.” We can over- 
come the world through faith in 
Christ. Our enemy is a conquered foe, 
he has already been defeated. Jesus 
said, “In the world ye shall have tribu- 
lation but be of good cheer, I have 
overcome the world.” Praise the Lord! 


We live righteously when we have ca 


been born again. 1 John 2:29, “If ye 
know that he is righteous, ye know 
that every one that doeth righteous- 
ness is born of him.” The person that 
is born again practices holy and 
righteous living. If we abide in Christ 
we abide in the love of Christ, and 
are obedient to Him. 


We love the brethren. 1 John 4:7, 
“Beloved, let us love one another: for 
love is of God; and everyone that 
loveth is born of God, for God is love.” 
God is the Fountain, Author, and 
Commander of love. The Spirit of God 
is a Spirit of love. Love is a fruit of 
the Spirit. God loved us so much He 
gave His life for us.
